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Selectmen's  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Williamsburg : 
Greetings : 

Another  year  in  the  service  of  our  neighbors  as  Se- 
lectmen has  been  an  enjoyable  one.  We  have  been  con- 
fronted with  problems  at  times  but  feel  that  they  were 
resolved  easily  and  in  the  best  interest  of  our  citizens. 

Our  organization  meeting  was  March  8,  1960,  with 
Walter  E.  Kellogg,  Jr.,  as  chairman;  Richard  R.  Graves 
as  Clerk  and  Carl  M.  Hemenway,  Chairman  of  Public 
Welfare. 

We  are  asking  $2,000  to  prepare  a  loading  surface 
on  which  to  stockpile  sand,  on  the  old  ball  field.  It  is  a 
start  toward  sheds. 

We  feel  that  the  fire  station  building  committee 
should  be  congratulated  for  their  time  and  effort  in  con- 
structing the  new  fire  station.  This  is  the  only  town 
building  other  than  schools  which  has  been  constructed 
within  the  last  50  years. 

You  will  notice  that  the  Selectmen  have  put  an  article 
in  the  warrant  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  voters  an 
opportunity  of  discussing  the  future  of  the  Town  Hall. 

It  was  necessary  to  borrow  money  for  the  operation 
of  the  Town  in  the  amount  of  $22,000.00  in  anticipation 
of  reimbursement  of  highways.  This  was  negotiated 
for  2%. 

Meetings  have  been  attended  with  State  and  County 
representatives  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  with 
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regard  to  the  Chapter  81  and  90  highways  of  our  town. 
A  report  relative  to  our  highways  will  be  found  else- 
where in  this  report  as  prepared  by  the  Highway  Super- 
intendent. 

We  wish  to  thank  members  of  all  town  departments 
for  their  fine  cooperation  during  1960.  It  has  been  our 
privilege  to  have  served  as  your  Selectmen  again.

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Articles  from  the  Town  Warrant 


Article  1.  To  elect  a  Moderator  for  one  year.  To 
elect  one  Selectman  for  a  term  of  three  years,  who  shall 
be  an  Overseer  of  Public  Welfare.  To  elect  one  Town 
Clerk,  one  Treasurer,  two  Constables,  one  Elector  under 
the  will  of  the  late  Oliver  Smith,  Esq.,  one  Tree  Warden, 
all  for  a  term  of  one  year.  To  elect  one  Assessor,  one 
member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  one  Water  Commission- 
er, all  for  a  term  of  three  years.  To  elect  one  Assessor 
for  a  term  of  one  year.  To  elect  a  Tax  Collector  for  three 
years.  To  elect  two  School  Committee  members  for  a 
term  of  three  years  each.  To  elect  one  Trustee  of  Hay- 
denville  Library,  one  Trust  Fund  Commissioner  and  one 
Recreation  Commissioner,  all  for  a  term  of  three  years 
each. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  minor  Town  Offi- 
cers for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the 
revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1961, 
and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one 
year  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given 
for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year,  in  accordance  with 
Section  17,  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen, 
Treasurer,  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  Assessors,  School 
Committee,  Water  Commissioners,  and  other  Committees 
and  act  thereon. 

Article  5.  To  choose  a  committee  to  expend  the  in- 
come from  the  Whiting  Street  Fund. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  cooperate  with  the  state  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  81  of  the  General  Laws,  and  to  raise 
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and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,150.00,  the  town's  share 
and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $11,550.00,  the  state's 
share,  in  anticipation  of  reimbursement  from  the  state; 
the  town's  share  to  be  raised  by  taxation  and  the  state's 
share  to  be  taken  from  available  funds  and  returned  to 
same  when  reimbursement  is  received,  or  take  any  action 
thereon.  Recommended 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  cooperate  with  the  county  and  state 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for 
maintenance  of  Chapter  90  highways,  the  town's  share, 
and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00,  the  state  and 
county  share,  in  anticipation  of  reimbursement  from  the 
state  and  county;  the  town's  share  to  be  raised  by  taxa- 
tion and  the  state  and  county  share  to  be  taken  from 
available  funds  and  returned  to  same  when  reimburse- 
ment is  received,  or  take  any  action  thereon.  Recom- 
mended 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  cooperate  with  the  county  and  state 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00,  the 
town's  share,  for  new  construction  and  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $15,000.00,  the  state  and  county  share,  in 
anticipation  of  reimbursement  from  the  state  and  county ; 
the  town's  share  to  be  raised  by  taxation  and  the  state 
and  county  share  to  be  taken  from  available  funds  and 
returned  to  same  when  reimbursement  is  received,  or  take 
any  action  thereon.  Recommended 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary 
and  compensation  of  all  elected  officers  of  the  Town  for 
the  calendar  year  1961  as  provided  in  Section  108,  Chap- 
ter 41,  General  Laws,  as  amended,  and  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
current  year.

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41  of 
the  General  Laws,  I  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
Accountant's  Department  for  the  calendar  year  ending 
December  31,  1960,  including  the  sources  of  all  receipts, 
detail  of  appropriation  expenditures,  statement  of  trust 
funds  and  town  debt,  and  a  balance  sheet  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of  January  1,  1960.

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Report  of  the 
Finance  Committee 


Since  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting,  your  Finance 
Committee  has  met  eight  times  and  will  probably  have 
several  more  meetings  before  the  annual  Town  Meeting, 
March  6,  1961. 

The  total  budget  requested  in  1961  is  $38,437.29  high- 
er than  the  amount  appropriated  in  1960.  The  major 
budget  increases  are  to  be  found  in  the  School  Depart- 
ment and  in  the  Charities  and  Veterans'  Benefits.  The 
Finance  Committee  has  studied  quite  thoroughly  the 
items  listed  in  the  budget  requests  and  believes  that  each 
expense  is  justifiable  and  necessary. 

This  year  the  Finance  Committee  has  recommended 
no  increases  in  salary  for  the  members  of  the  Town 
Boards  and  has  suggested  to  the  School  Committee  that 
the  budget  request  for  $3,000.00  for  the  "Grange  Hall" 
and  an  amount  of  $500.00  in  the  New  Equipment  account 
(for  new  equipment  to  be  used  in  the  Grange  Hall)  be 
presented  to  the  Town  Meeting  in  a  separate  article. 

As  has  been  well  advertised,  Section  40,  Chapter  71  of 
the  General  Laws,  which  governs  teachers'  salaries  was 
amended  in  1959,  establishing  the  minimum  for  teachers' 
salaries  at  $4,000.00  and  in  accordance  with  this  new 
minimum,  the  School  Committee  has  considered  it  neces- 
sary not  only  to  raise  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  who 
were  receiving  compensation  below  this  minimum  but 
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also  to  present  a  revised  salary  schedule  which  raises  the 
salaries  of  all  teachers. 

The  Finance  Committee  wishes  to  remind  the  Towns- 
people that  our  schools  have  been  expanding  and  that, 
with  the  rising  costs  of  supplies  and  salaries,  the  cost  of 
educating  our  children  are  now  approximately  64%  of 
our  total  budget.  Before  Town  Meeting,  you  will  have 
received  a  report  from  the  School  Building  Needs  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Moderator.  It  is  our  hope  that 
you  will  study  this  report  carefully. 

At  the  time  the  budget  went  to  press,  no  bids  for  gar- 
bage collection  had  been  received.  It  is  the  hope  of  the 
Finance  Committee  that  this  situation  will  be  corrected 
prior  to  the  Town  Meeting.  We  have  included  a  figure 
of  $3,000.00  for  this  service  in  our  budget  recommenda- 
tion. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Stabilization  Fund,  with  an  amount  of 
$25,000.00  to  be  appropriated  from  available  funds.  This 
money  can  be  invested  by  the  Town  Treasurer  to  draw 
interest  which  will  be  added  to  the  Fund.  The  monies 
in  this  fund  can  be  used  in  the  future  for  capital  outlays 
or  major  equipment  which  would  be  financed  for  a  period 
of  five  years  or  more  but  only  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
annual  Town  Meeting.  We  have  many  needs  and  it  would 
seem  to  be  an  indication  of  "Yankee  thrift"  for  us  to  pre- 
pare for  these  needs. 

Our  Fire  Chief  is  presenting  to  the  Town  Meeting  an 
article  for  a  new  fire  truck,  the  cost  of  which  will  not  ex- 
ceed $18,000.00.  This  article  seems  to  be  broad  enough 
for  the  Fire  Chief  and  the  Selectmen  to  settle  their  differ- 
ences and  purchase  a  fire  truck  which  will  serve  the  needs 
of  the  town. 

For  several  years  we  have  overlooked  the  needs  of  the 
Highway  Department  for  new  equipment.    Good  equip- 
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ment  is  necessary  to  maintain  roads,  particularly  under 
the  conditions  which  have  existed  this  winter. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  prepared  an  estimated 
tax  rate  which  shows  an  increase  over  last  year.  How- 
ever, we  wish  to  point  our  that  the  figures  used  are  based 
on  the  figures  used  in  setting  the  1960  tax  rate.  It  is  our 
opinion  that  we  have  underestimated  reimbursements 
and  receipts  and  that  our  figure  of  $64.28  is  a  maximum. 
We  recommend  that,  wherever  possible,  monies  be  taken 
from  available  funds  to  defray  the  cost  of  equipment. 

The  budget  of  the  Finance  Committee  has  been  in- 
creased by  $50.00.  This  amount  is  requested  to  enable 
Finance  Committee  members  to  attend  workshops  and 
conferences  so  that  they  may  better  learn  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  their  office.  These  workshops  are  bene- 
ficial also  in  learning  about  similar  work  in  other  towns 
and  how  these  towns  meet  their  problems. 

This  year  an  article  appears  in  the  annual  warrant  for 
a  sum  of  money  to  tear  down  the  Town  Hall,  or  take 
any  other  action  thereon.  Although  this  article  appears 
at  the  request  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Committee, 
itself,  has  come  to  no  agreement  or  decision.  The  de- 
cision rests  with  the  people  at  the  Town  Meeting. 

Although  the  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  no 
increases  in  the  salaries  of  our  town  officers,  we  realize 
that  their  duties  and  responsibilities  are  ever-increasing. 
It  is  probably  time  for  us  to  examine  these  duties  closely 
to  determine  if  there  are  more  expedient  ways  to  dis- 
charge these  responsibilites.  Certainly,  our  officers  are 
not  paid  salaries  commensurate  with  the  hours  they  spend 
conducting  the  business  of  the  town. 

The  Finance  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appre- 
ciation to  the  various  Town  Boards  for  their  cooperation 
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during  this  past  year.  We  wish  specifically  to  thank  the 
Town  Accountant  for  his  willingness  to  help  on  all 
Finance  Committtee  matters.  However,  without  the  co- 
operation of  all,  our  work  would  be  more  difficult.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


During  1960  the  following  routine  work  was  per- 
formed by  the  Water  Department:  5  renewals  of  old 
services;  1  new  service,  and  17  meters  installed.  One 
broken  hydrant  was  repaired. 

The  most  important  project  by  the  department  in  1960 
was  the  renewal  of  48  services  along  Route  9  from  the 
Northampton  line  to  the  end  of  the  Haydenville  Company 
buildings.  The  work  was  necessitated  by  the  resurfacing 
of  the  highway.  The  State  suggested  that  all  lead  con- 
nections be  replaced  so  that  the  highway  would  not  be 
opened  after  resurfacing. 

Besides  the  48  services  it  was  necessary  to  repair  all 
valves  along  this  portion  of  the  water  lines.  At  the  end 
of  the  main  here  at  the  Northampton  line,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  lower  60  feet  of  it  so  the  State  cut  the  embank- 
ment next  to  highway.  When  this  was  completed  the 
main  was  extended  for  60  feet  for  two  services  to  a  new 
building.  The  hydrant  in  the  area  was  replaced  by  a 
new  one  in  a  different  location. 

The  main  servicing  Bridge  Street  had  to  be  replaced 
for  a  distance  of  150  feet.  A  short  pieec  of  main  was 
replaced  on  Myrtle  Street  to  service  a  trailer  and  an 
existing  home. 

During  the  summer  some  of  the  brush  on  the  dam  at 
the  upper  reservoir  was  cut.  The  planking  on  the  bridge 
to  the  upper  reservoir  was  replaced  this  fall. 

There  was  sufficient  water  in  our  reservoir  during  1960 
to  service  the  community  without  pumping  from  the  well. 
It  was  necessary  to  pump  on  two  occasions  because  heavy 
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rains  caused  turbidity  in  the  supply.  5,478,800  gallons 
were  pumped.  Over  50,000,000  gallons  of  water  flowed 
through  the  chlorinator  house  during  the  year. 

Despite  the  continuing  efforts  of  the  Water  Board  to 
collect  delinquent  accounts  through  any  legal  means  there 
are  outstanding  bills  of  $2,611.48  owed  for  water  rents 
and  service  charges.  In  the  year  1961  definite  steps  for 
shutting  off  the  water  supply  to  delinquent  customers 
and/or  the  attachment  of  property  by  means  of  liens  will 
be  executed.

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Report  of  Board  of  Health 


The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1960 : 

Six  eating  places  were  inspected  and  were  issued  certi- 
ficates stating  they  were  found  to  be  in  satisfactory  sani- 
tary condition. 

Six  milk  dealers'  licenses  were  issued. 

The  garbage  and  rubbish  collections  were  very  well 
done,  also  maintenance  of  the  dump. 

Five  septic  tank  permits  were  issued. 

A  Well-Child  conference  was  sponsored  by  the  Board 
of  Health,  also  a  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough 
immunization  clinic.  320  children  were  given  a  booster 
injection.  A  fourth  or  booster  injection  of  Salk  Vaccine 
was  given  to  469  persons. 

Many  children  have  not  completed  the  series  of  three 
injections  which  is  so  very  necessary.  Parents  should 
take  advantage  of  these  free  clinics. 

The  birth  of  three  premature  infants  was  reported  to 
the  Board  of  Health. 

A  few  cases  of  measles  and  many  cases  of  chicken  pox 
were  reported,  also  eight  of  dog  bites.

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Report  of  the  Police  Department 


The  streets  were  patrolled  some  week  ends,  holidays 
and  late  nights  for  a  total  of  735  hours  and  4,393  miles 
travelled. 

School  patrol  officers  worked  a  total  of  878  hours. 

The  police  department  participated  in  three  night 
watches  during  1960.  They  were  of  two  hour  durations, 
between  the  hours  of  1  A.M.  and  3  A.M. 

The  department  received  six  complaints  of  breaking 
and  entering  and  larceny  in  the  night,  of  business  places. 

Five  complaints  of  breaking  and  entering  and  larceny 
of  summer  cottages  and  homes.  An  arrest  has  been  made 
for  one  of  these  breaks,  case  still  pending  in  court. 

One  car  reported  stolen,  recovered;  one  car  recovered, 
stolen  in  Albany,  N.  Y. 

Twenty-one  accidents  reported  to  the  department. 
Thirteen  were  investigated  at  once,  eight  were  not.  Four- 
teen persons  claimed  injuries.  Two  of  these  were  very 
serious,  one  a  pedestrian,  driver  failed  to  stop  (hit  and 
run)  ;  one,  a  two-car  accident  where  one  driver  and 
passenger  were  seriously  hurt.  Arrest  made  in  both  cases 
and  prosecuted.   No  fatal  accidents. 

Three  patients  transported  to  State  Hospital  by  the 
department.  Seventy-eight  complaints  were  recorded  by 
police.    Many  other  of  minor  nature  were  not  recorded. 

Twenty-eight  summonses  were  served  for  outside  de- 
partments. 

Thirteen  persons  reported  dog  bites;  eight  dogs  taken 
to  SPCA;  eight  dogs  killed  by  cars  having  owners;  one 
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stray  dog  killed  by  car ;  one  stray  dog  injured  by  car,  de- 
stroyed by  police;  four  stray  dogs  destroyed  by  police; 
three  dogs  bit  by  cars  reported  by  the  owners ;  four  dogs 
hit  by  cars  destroyed  by  police  at  request  of  owners. 

Two  sheep,  one  newborn  calf  reported  killed  by  dogs; 
three  cows  reported  to  police  as  killed  or  run  to  death  by 
dogs. 

Sixteen  complaints  were  brought  before  the  District 
Court  as  follows : 


Twelve  pleaded  or  were  found  guilty;  two  found  not 
guilty;  one  dismissed  for  lack  of  prosecution;  one  dis- 
missed by  the  Court ;  13  males,  3  females. 

The  state  police  were  called  on  all  the  break  and  enter- 
ing cases,  as  well  as  on  many  others.  Their  prompt  and 
efficient  help  was  greatly  appreciated.

Thirty-eight  alarms  that  called  out  apparatus  were 
answered  during  the  year :  2  barn,  6  chimney,  3  oil  burn- 
er, 6  house,  15  grass  or  woodland,  1  vehicle,  1  dump  and 
4  miscellaneous. 

The  new  Haydenville  Station  was  made  ready  for  use 
in  December.  It  is  much  easier  to  maintain  a  truck  and 
equipment  in  a  building  with  adequate  room.  I  wish  to 
thank  the  Building  Committee  for  their  splendid  job. 

Engine  #1  in  the  Williamsburg  Station  was  purchased 
in  1937  and  is  very  inadequate  as  a  fire  truck  to  meet 
present  standards.  The  trend  today  is  towards  larger 
motors  and  heavier  chassis  to  provide  for  increased  loads 
over  the  years. 

The  Firefighters  have  put  much  time  and  effort  into 
modernizing  the  Williamsburg  Engine  House.  It  should 
now  serve  the  Town  for  many  years  with  room  for 
apparatus  and  a  good  hall  for  meetings. 

A  5-horsepower  siren  wa  spurchased  late  in  the  year, 
replacing  the  old  1 -horsepower  siren  that  was  housed  on 
top  of  the  Town  Hall.  It  was  felt,  due  to  the  poor  condi- 
tion of  the  wiring  to  the  Town  Hall,  that  the  place  for  the 
siren  was  the  Engine  House.  A  new  electrical  service 
was  installed  to  meet  the  required  load.  Also  it  is  more 
accessible  for  maintenance. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  men 
of  both  fire  companies  for  their  continued  interest  and 
support  of  the  Fire  Department.

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Director  of  Civil  Defense 


To  the  Citizens  of  Williamsburg : 

During  the  past  year  a  file  has  been  compiled  on  plans 
and  procedures  during  an  emergency  as  recommended 
by  the  Office  of  Civilian  Defense  and  Mobilization. 

Until  such  time  as  a  full  staff  of  volunteers  has  been 
sworn  in,  we  are  not  eligible  for  further  assistance  from 
the  government.  It  seems  to  be  a  problem  to  find  volun- 
teers willing  to  accept  the  responsibilities  connected  with 
this  important  work.  Especially  needed  are  a  ham  radio 
operator  and  someone  with  a  working  knowledge  of 
auxiliary  power  units.  The  present  staff  consists  of  the 
director,  assistant  director  and  a  licensed  registered  prac- 
tical nurse  equipped  with  disaster  training.  Civil  de- 
fense mobilization  is  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen. 
The  individual  must  be  prepared  to  take  care  of  himself 
in  an  emergency  and  contribute  to  organized  survival. 

Each  individual  and  family  should  learn : 

1.  the  warning  signals  and  what  they  mean 

2.  first  aid  and  home  preparedness 

3.  protection  from  radio  active  fallout 

4.  the  use  of  CONELRAD  —  640  or  1240  kilocycles 
on  AM  radio  for  official  directions. 

Each  person  or  family  should  be  prepared  to  meet  in- 
dividual survival  requirements  for  two  weeks  following 
an  attack  without  dependence  on  outside  assistance. 
Essential  items  such  as  food  not  requiring  refrigeration 
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and  edible  without  heating,  fuel,  first  aid  supplies,  fresh 
water,  flashlights,  battery  powered  radio  and  warm  bed- 
ding. Persons  or  groups  willing  to  offer  services  will  be 
greatly  appreciated.

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Report  of 
the  Highway  Department 


To  the  Townspeople  of  Williamsburg: 

I  herewith  submit  a  brief  summary  of  work  accom- 
plished in  the  various  highway  accounts  during  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1960. 

WINTER  HIGHWAYS 

During  the  winter  months  of  1960  a  total  of  30  storm 
centers  moved  through  our  area.  Included  among  these 
were  24  snow  storms  and  6  rain  or  freezing  rain  storms 
with  a  total  accumulation  of  89"  of  snow.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  plow  14  of  these  storms,  plus  extra  plowing  of 
5  of  them  caused  by  drifting.  A  total  of  1,716  yards  of 
sand  and  107.11  tns  of  salt  were  used  in  sanding  opera- 
tions for  the  27  storms  which  required  this. 

CHAPTER  81 

In  our  Chapter  81  report  we  are  enclosing  names  of 
streets  and  amounts  expended  on  various  types  of  pro- 
jects. We  tried  for  the  first  time  hiring  a  motor  grader 
for  the  scraping  of  dirt  roads.  Although  this  system  kept 
our  dirt  roads  in  fairly  good  condition  it  was  more  costly 
than  previous  methods — about  one  thousand  dollars  more. 
The  money  in  this  account  is  expended  and  all  projects 
have  been  completed  and  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  Office  in  Greenfield. 

DEPOT  ROAD  PROJECT 

With  the  money  in  this  account  a  top  was  put  on  1,600 
feet  of  Depot  Road  where  drainage  was  installed  and 
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gravel  applied  last  year.  We  used  a  new  material  for 
this  top — an  asphalt  mix  instead  of  the  tar  formerly  used 
for  this  type  of  work.  There  is  a  5^  per  gallon  saving  in 
using  asphalt  and  I  believe  that  it  makes  a  better  top. 
Also,  heavier  stones  were  used  in  the  first  two  applica- 
tions, %"  for  the  first  application  and  for  the  second 
with  3/8"  grits  used  for  the  final  application. 

CHAPTER  90  MAINTENANCE 

With  this  account  we  graded  shoulders  and  ditched  the 
entire  length,  or  1  mile,  of  North  Farms  Road  and  the 
section  of  Mountain  Street  from  North  Farms  Road  to 
Adams  Road.  560  yards  of  excess  material  were  hauled 
away  during  this  operation.  We  also  had  a  "first"  in 
this  account.  For  the  first  time  Type  I  mix,  laid  in  place 
by  machine,  was  used  for  450  feet  of  Mountain  Street. 
I  believe  this  to  be  the  solution  for  smoothing  up  and 
obtaining  a  long  wearing  surface  on  Chapter  90  roads. 
We  also  sealed  Mountain  Street  from  North  Farms  Road 
to  Adams  Road  and  Ashfield  Road  from  Conway  Road  to 
the  town  line.  Three  drainage  structures  were  replaced 
on  Mountain  Street  near  the  Whately  line. 

CHAPTER  90  CONSTRUCTION 

With  this  account  we  put  top  on  the  Ashfield  Road  from 
Sta.  141  to  Sta.  166,  a  distance  of  2,000  feet,  using  asphalt 
in  lieu  of  tar  and  heavy  stone  for  two  base  courses.  Also 
installed  312  feet  of  Flex-beam  guard-rail  over  new 
Multiplate  Pipe  Arch  installation  and  graded  shoulders 
and  finished  this  section  of  road.  We  then  moved  to  the 
other  end  of  this  road — the  intersection  of  Ashfield  and 
Bullard  Roads  and  cut  the  right  of  way,  installed  cross 
drain,  all  rough  excavating,  and  gravelled  to  grade. 

The  west  side  of  this  section  is  very  wet  and  at  least 
450  feet  of  side  drains  will  have  to  be  installed  next  year. 
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BRIDGES  AND  RAILS 


With  this  account  we  put  new  cross  stringers  and  new 
decks  on  two  large  structures,  Grist  Mill  Bridge  and  Mill 
Street  Bridge,  so-called.  Although  this  helps  these 
bridges  they  still  have  to  be  posted  for  6  tons  and  some 
long  range  planning  should  be  started  for  finding  ways 
and  means  for  replacing  this  type  of  bridge.  Also,  some 
railing  work  was  done  and  minor  repairs  on  other  bridges 
made.

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Report  of  School  Committee 


To  the  Townspeople  of  Williamsburg : 
Greetings : 

The  School  Committee,  comprising  Miss  Eleanor  Mans- 
field, Mrs.  Charles  Kellogg  and  Messrs.  Joseph  Batura, 
Richard  Warren  and  Kenneth  Sherk,  organized  with  Mrs. 
Kellogg  as  Secretary  and  Kenneth  Sherk  as  Chairman. 
Regular  meetings  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  each  month 
and  several  special  meetings  were  held.  The  meetings  of 
the  School  Committee  are  open  to  the  public. 

Increases  in  teachers'  salaries  were  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  the  plan  devised  to  get  the  teaching  staff 
on  the  salary  scale  which  was  revised  last  year  to  meet 
the  $4,000.00  minimum  required  by  state  law. 

We  finished  the  fiscal  year  with  a  very  small  balance. 
Reimbursements  from  the  State  and  Federal  Government 
along  with  tuition  payments  for  out-of-town  pupils 
amount  to  $88,385.30  which  is  a  substantial  fraction  of 
our  gross  budget.  Tuition  charges  to  out-of-town  pupils 
was  raised  effective  September  1961.  The  rates  are 
$350.00  per  pupil  for  Junior  High  School  and  $400.00 
for  the  Senior  High  School. 

The  increase  in  enrollment  required  the  addition  of  an- 
other teacher  to  the  staff  and  the  renovation  of  the  la'st 
available  room  in  the  basement  of  the  Helen  E.  James 
School.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  only  because  of  the  larger 
number  of  students  that  we  are  able  to  offer  the  solid 
educational  curriculum  that  we  presently  do  without 
making  the  cost  per  student  disproportionate.  Parents 
are  invited  to  discuss  the  details  of  the  program  in  rela- 
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tion  to  a  particular  student  and  his  educational  objectives 
with  the  Principals  or  the  Superintendent.  The  gradu- 
ating class  was  larger  than  those  of  the  past  decade  and 
we  anticipate  an  increase  for  the  coming  year.  A  rela- 
tively large  number  of  the  graduates  continued  their 
education  in  colleges  or  professional  schools. 

During  the  summer,  Mr.  Bertrand  Roger  resigned  as 
Principal  of  the  High  School  and  the  Committee  was 
unanimous  in  choosing  Mr.  Earl  Tonet  as  his  successor. 

General  items  of  repair,  many  of  them  unforseen,  and 
standard  items  of  maintenance  were  handled  in  the  regu- 
lar manner.  The  heating  system  in  the  Haydenville 
School  was  greatly  improved  by  changing  from  coal  to  oil 
as  fuel.  The  funds  for  this  change  were  appropriated  at 
the  regular  Town  Meeting. 

Our  audio-visual  aids  and  our  equipment  for  teaching 
science  have  been  augmented  by  matching  funds  from 
the  Federal  Government.  There  are  more  improve- 
ments to  be  made  in  these  fields,  especially  in  science 
materials  and  facilities.  New  text  books,  school  furni- 
ture and  typewriters  were  purchased  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  our  increased  enrollment. 

The  Committee  is  grateful  for  the  continued  interest 
of  the  Rotary  Club  and  the  donors  of  the  Western  Hamp- 
shire Scholarship  in  helping  our  graduates  to  continue 
their  education  in  a  college  or  university  of  their  choice. 

The  townspeople  must  face  decisions  based  upon  the 
report  of  the  School  Building  Needs  Committee  and  de- 
cide as  soon  as  possible  whether  the  Williamsburg  school 
system  will  maintain  the  depth  and  breadth  of  its  present 
curriculum  or  revert  to  a  smaller,  less  adequate  and  more 
expensive  program  for  the  preparation  of  our  students 
for  a  college  career,  a  vocation  or  a  profession.  We 
urgently  need  more  classrooms  and  an  adequate  science 
laboratory. 
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The  Committee  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  good  rela- 
tions it  has  enjoyed  in  its  dealings  with  the  townspeople, 
town  officials  and  all  members  of  the  staff.

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Superintendent's  Report 


I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Formal  Parent-Teacher  conferences  were  held  in  No- 
vember after  the  first  marking  period.  The  first  report 
card  normally  is  the  focal  point  of  the  conference  and 
gives  both  the  teacher  and  parent  a  common  topic  of 
discussion.  Most  of  the  parents  seem  to  enjoy  and  want 
these  conferences,  mainly  because  there  is  a  personal  rela- 
tionship forged  between  the  parent  and  the  teacher.  This 
relationship  should  and  usually  does  develop  into  a 
stronger  bond  of  joint  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher  and  the  parent  in  relation  to  the  child.  These 
conferences  provide  an  excellent  opportunity  to  advise 
parents  about  the  leadership,  attention  span,  study  habits, 
homework  results,  special  abilities,  particular  weaknesses 
and  self-reliance  aspects  of  the  child's  growth,  along  with 
his  achievement  and  effort. 

The  report  cards  of  grades  three  through  eight  have 
been  revised.  The  principal  changes  made  were  a  pro- 
vision for  reporting  effort  as  well  as  achievement  and  a 
larger  space  made  available  for  teacher  and  parent  com- 
ment. The  inclusion  of  an  effort  column  is  felt  to  be  im- 
portant because  it  gives  parents  an  additional  factor  con- 
cerning the  progress  of  their  child.  It  indicates  whether 
or  not  a  child  working  up  to  capacity. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  promote  the  closest  pos- 
sible school-home  relationship.  The  parent-teacher  con- 
ferences, the  revision  of  the  report  card,  a  sincere  invi- 
tation to  parents  to  visit  school  at  any  time  and  the  will- 
ingness of  the  teachers  to  make  themselves  available  for 
meetings  with  parents  are  evidences  of  this  desire.

Our  principal  increase  in  enrollment  has  been  in  the 
Senior  High  School  (grades  9  through  12)  and  all  evi- 
dence seems  to  indicate  that  this  trend  will  continue 
through  1963,  at  which  time  we  anticipate  a  leveling  off 
process. 

The  enrollment  of  October  1,  1959,  and  October  1, 
1960,  and  the  projected  enrollment  for  the  next  seven 
years  would  show  this  picture  (grades  9  through  12).

From  a  long  range  viewpoint,  this  increased  enrollment 
will  benefit  the  town  of  Williamsburg  both  financially  and 
educationally.  A  small  high  school  can  be  financially 
burdensome  if  the  fixed  costs  which  must  be  met,  regard- 
less of  enrollment,  are  to  be  borne  entirely  by  one  town. 
We  are  fortunate  in  that  a  large  percentage  of  our  high 
school  student  body  consists  of  tuition  pupils  from  neigh- 
boring towns,  thus  providing  a  broader  financial  base  to 
absorb  these  fixed  high  school  costs. 

These  statements  are  made  with  full  recognition  of 
the  fact  that  increased  enrollment  has  presented  the 
necessity  of  providing  additional  classroom  space. 

The  report  of  the  School  Building  Needs  Committee 
shows  in  detail  the  financial  effect  of  our  tuition  pupils. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  Williamsburg  will  benefit 
educationally  from  an  increased  enrollment. 

A  larger  student  body  will  make  it  possible  to  offer  a 
greater  variety  of  educational  opportunities  to  students 
with  different  capacities  and  interests. 

We  need  several  kinds  of  educational  programs  and  we 
need  to  have  them  presented  with  varying  degrees  of 
depth  so  that  studetns  can  progress  at  different  rates  to 
make  maximum  use  of  their  educational  hours. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  express  my  appre- 
ciation to  the  School  Committee  for  their  splendid  under- 
standing and  assistance  throughout  the  year.  The  teach- 
ers are  to  be  commended  for  the  spirit  of  professional 
loyalty  they  have  shown  at  all  times.   My  thanks  to  Mrs. 
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Robert  O'Neill,  to  the  cafeteria  staff  and  to  our  school 
custodians  for  their  most  pleasant  helpfulness  and  co- 
operation. I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  parents,  citizens 
and  community  organizations  for  their  continued  efforts 
to  improve  our  educational  program.

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Report  of  School  Nurse 


The  annual  report  of  the  school  nurse  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted for  January  1,  1960  -  December  31,  1960. 

All  primary  school  children  were  weighed  and  meas- 
ured twice  during  the  school  year. 

In  high  school  the  7th,  9th  and  12th  grade  pupils  were 
weighed  and  measured  at  the  time  of  the  physical  exami- 
nation, also  all  basketball  players,  cheer  leaders  and  cross 
country  runners. 

The  audiometer  was  borrowed  from  the  Amherst  Public 
Health  Center  and  used  in  the  three  schools  during  Janu- 
ary. Eight  children  failed  this  test  and  were  referred  to 
the  family  doctor. 

During  January  and  February,  Dr.  Modestow  did 
dental  examinations  on  172  children.  Twenty-five  treat- 
ments were  completed  at  the  closing  of  school  in  June. 

An  immunization  clinic  for  diphtheria,  tetanus  and 
whooping  cough  was  held  in  April  and  May.  The  school 
doctors  weer  assisted  in  each  town  and  321  children  were 
inoculated. 

In  June  an  immunization  clinic  was  held  to  administer 
a  fourth  or  booster  injection  of  polio  vaccine.  Dr.  Hem- 
enway  was  assisted  in  Haydenville  and  Dr.  Hobbs  in 
Williamsburg.   469  received  the  injection. 

Vision  tests  were  done  in  September.  Forty-three 
children  failed  this  test  and  were  referred  to  an  ophthol- 
mologist. 
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Physical  examinations  were  done  in  Haydenville  by 
Dr.  Hemenway  during  October  and  in  Williamsburg  by 
Dr.  Hobbs.  Defects  found  are  usually  minor,  such  as, 
wax  in  ears,  flat  feet,  poor  posture,  underweight,  over- 
weight, skin  allergies  and  need  of  dental  care. 

Several  children  were  taken  to  the  doctor  or  hospital 
for  advice  or  X-ray  of  bumps,  bruises  and  sprains.  A 
few  were  sent  to  Springfield  Clinic  for  diagnosis  or  ortho- 
pedic troubles. 

Many  cases  of  chicken  pox  were  reported  among  school 
children  and  a  few  cases  of  measles. 

Classroom  inspection  was  made  in  all  grade  rooms  at 
least  once  a  month. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Reddington,  the  school  physicians, 
the  school  committee,  and  all  parents  for  their  coope- 
ration.

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Williams- 
burg for  the  period  from  September  1,  1958,  the  date  of 
the  previous  examination,  to  June  11,  1960,  and  report 
thereon  as  follows :

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  ex- 
amined, checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with  the 
records  in  the  offices  of  the  town  accountant  and  the 
town  treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  office 
were  examined  and  checked,  the  recorded  receipts  being 
compared  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records 
in  th  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town. 
The  payments,  as  entered,  were  checked  with  the  treas- 
urer's books  and  with  the  treasury  warrants,  while  the 
appropriations,  transfers,  and  loans  authorized  were 
checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  financial  votes 
passed  by  the  town  meetings  and  with  the  finance  com- 
mittee's authorizations  of  transfers  from  the  reserve 
fund. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  necessary 
adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a 
balance  sheet,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
on  June  11,  1960,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this 
report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  cash  book  was  footed 
and  the  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  town 
accountant's  books,  with  the  departmental  records  of 
payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  with  other  sources  from 
which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  pay- 
ments were  compared  with  the  warrants  approved  by  the 
selectmen  and  with  the  town  accountant's  books. 

The  treasurer's  cash  balance  on  June  11,  1960  was 
proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office,  by  recon- 
ciliation of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  received 
from  the  depository,  and  by  examination  of  a  savings 
bank  book. 
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The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State 
taxes,  for  the  county  and  teachers'  retirement  systems, 
and  for  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  were  examined.  The 
deductions  were  footed,  the  payments  to  the  proper  agen- 
cies were  verified,  and  the  balances  on  hand  were  recon- 
ciled with  the  respective  controls  in  the  accountant's 
ledger. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  proved  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due 
and  checked  with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on 
file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing 
the  investments  of  the  several  trust  and  investment  funds 
in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees 
were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and 
all  transactions  and  balances  were  verified  and  compared 
with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant. 

It  was  noted  that  during  the  period  covered  by  the 
audit  purchases  of  bank  stock  were  made  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  54,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws, 
which  reads  as  follows  : 

"Trust  funds,  including  cemetery  perpetual  care 
funds,  unless  otherwise  provided  or  directed  by  the 
donor  thereof,  shall  be  placed  at  interest  in  savings 
banks,  trust  companies  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  the  commonwealth,  banking  companies  incorpo- 
rated under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  which 
are  members  of  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Cor- 
poration, or  national  banks,  or  invested  by  cities  and 
towns  in  paid-up  shares  and  accounts  of  and  in  co- 
operative banks,  or  in  shares  of  savings  and  loan 
associations  or  in  shares  of  federal  savings  and  loan 
associations  doing  business  in  the  commonwealth  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  in 
bonds  or  notes  which  are  legal  investments  for  sav- 
ings banks.    This  section  shall  not  apply  to  Boston." 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  taxes  and  excise  outstanding 
at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all 
subsequent  commitments,  were  audited  and  proved.  The 
recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer  as  shown  by  the  treasurer's  and  the 
accountant's  books;  the  abatements,  as  entered,  were 
compared  with  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements 
granted;  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
reconciled  with  the  respective  controls  in  the  town 
accountant's  ledger.  The  cash  balance  on  June  11,  1960 
was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and 
by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement 
received  from  the  depository. 

It  is  recommended  that  prompt  action  be  taken  to  pro- 
cure a  settlement  of  the  delinquent  tax  and  motor  vehicle 
and  trailer  excise  accounts  which  date  back  to  1954. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  re- 
ceivable were  examined  and  checked.  The  commitments 
were  verified,  the  recorded  collections  were  proved  with 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements  were  com- 
pared with  the  departmental  records  of  abatements 
granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
reconciled  with  the  respective  ledger  controlling  accounts. 

Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise, 
water  and  departmental  accounts  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared 
on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  re- 
ceived thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are 
correct. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  pertaining  to 
receipts  for  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued,  as  well  as 
for  gasoline  renewals,  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the  State  were 
verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  June  11,  1960  was  proved 
by  actual  count. 
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The  appropriations  as  voted  by  the  town  meetings  were 
listed  from  the  records  of  the  town  clerk  and  compared 
with  the  aggregate  amount  raised  by  the  assessors  in  the 
determination  of  the  tax  rate  for  1959. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the 
board  of  selectmen  and  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  as  well  as  by  the  police,  health,  highway,  school, 
and  library  departments,  and  by  all  other  departments 
in  which  money  was  collected  for  the  town,  were  exam- 
ined and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  town  treasurer 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  and  the 
accountant's  books,  and  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  general 
departments  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to 
furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to 
this  report  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treas- 
urer's and  the  tax  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax, 
excise,  departmental,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as 
schedules  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the 
trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  several  town  offi- 
cials during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf 
of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.
